Minutes 19 June 2009 


The June Meeting of the Fort 

Wayne Radio Club was held at the 

Good Shepherd United Methodist —= 
Church on 19 June 2009 with Board member Steve Nardin 
serving as host. There were about 30 persons present. 


Old Business: 


Steve Nardin started the meeting by having all in atten- 
dance to introduce themselves and their calls. 


Since the May meeting consisted of the Spring Banquet, 
and there was no business meeting, there were no min- 
utes. 


Steve provided a briefing on the results of the VHF QSO 
party that had occurred the prior weekend. They put up 
two towers and operated on 6 & 2 meters accumulating 
23,232 points (versus about 2,300 points during last years 
QSO party). 


Bob Streeter gave the Treasurer’s report. As of 19 June 
2009 the club had realized an income 

of $1,748.46, expenses year-to-date of $555.70, and had 
$77.00 in cash plus $7,824.37 in checking/savings. The 
repeater antenna replacement fund had collected about 
$380.00 in donations to date. 


New Business: 


Jim & Annie Pliett and Al & Carole Burke announced that 
they each were willing to donate $100.00 (i.e. $400.00 
total) towards antenna replacement work at the Robison 
Park site.

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Taylor University Balloon Launch 


Taylor University launched a balloon at 2:00 PM EST 
Saturday, 27 June at the Fort Wayne Amateur Radio 
Club Field Day site at [PFW in Fort Wayne Indiana. 


The balloon carried a crossband repeater (Uplink 
144.360 Downlink: 446.025) and was tracked via 
APRS: 144.390 KB9ZNZ-1. 


Jeff Dailey, KC9QCD, a Taylor University Research 
Engineer reported the following summary: 


“The flight was a success. Launch at 2:00 PM 
from IPFW campus, no wind . Average ascent 
rate of 1000 feet/min. Burst at 3:38 PM maxi- 
mum altitude of 102,784 feet. Landing at 4:27 
PM 2 miles west of Geneva IN. Flight heading 
168 degrees from launch to landing. Down range 
distance 37 miles. 


Recovery made by Taylor University Ben Fisher, 
Will Mitchell, University of St. Francis Dr. Te- 
resa Beam family and friends.”

QSL cards. Exchanging a 
QSL card within the United 
States is generally easy be- 
cause you can simply send 
your QSL card along with a self-addressed stamped 
envelope (SASE) and you can usually expect a card in 
return. Your postage cost is only 88 cents. 


As propagation improves as Cycle 24 ascends, you can 
expect to start hearing more and more DX stations on 
the airwaves. If your goal is to attain the DXCC Award 
from the ARRL, you will have to work a minimum of 
100 countries (more accurately termed entities). 


Ok, so you have worked several DX stations. To prove 
you have worked them you will need the QSLs in order 
to apply for your first DXCC award. If you QSL directly 
with all of the stations overseas that you worked, it can 
become a very costly proposition. For each overseas 
contact you will need TWO airmail envelopes (one 
with your return address), your completed QSL card, 
foreign first class air mail postage (alternately, two 
$1 bills will usually suffice) or an International Reply 
Coupon (IRC) and a USPS airmail postage stamp (98 
cents). This means a single QSL confirmation will cost a 
minimum of $3 in postage. That means a DXCC award 
could actually cost $300 (or more) to complete if you 
sent all of the cards direct to each overseas country 
you worked. 


A source of foreign air mail postage is Bill Plum DX 
(email: plumdx@msn.com). He offers nested airmail 
envelopes, foreign airmail postage and other DX sup- 
plies. If you email him, he will send you back his latest 
price list. When sending QSLs to some entities, foreign 
postage may be a better choice than the green stamps 
mentioned earlier (one green stamp is a $1 bill). Some 
overseas postal systems have high levels of lost mail 
and pilferage. When sending a card direct via airmail 
NEVER put call signs on the envelope. That is red flag 
for postal thieves. 


Thankfully, many DX operations have QSL Managers 
located here in the United States. In those situations 
you can send your card to the QSL manager. Your total 
cost would be 88 cents postage. In some instances they 
may request you donate a few dollars to support the 
DX operation. 


Now if you are an ARRL member you have one of 
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the best benefits available for working DX. That is the 
Incoming and Outgoing QSL bureaus. To send your 
cards overseas (to countries that have QSL bureaus) 
you can mail them in bulk to ARRL Headquarters in 
Newington. Detailed information is available on the 
ARRL web site. Search for “Outgoing QSL bureau”. I 
usually wait until I have about 75 cards before I send 
them to the ARRL. Seventy-five cards is equivalent 
to about one-half pound. The Outgoing QSL bureaus 
charge $5 for one-half pound of cards. That works out to 
about 7 cents per card. You will need to sort your cards 
by entity or QSL manager per the instructions for the 
outgoing bureau. QSLing by bureau is generally slow. 
It may take from six months to two years before you 
receive a return QSL card. 


To receive your bureau cards, you will have to have 
pre-paid envelopes on file with your Incoming QSL 
Bureau. The incoming bureau you should use depends 
on your call area assignment. There is detailed infor- 
mation on the ARRL web site. Search for “Incoming 
QSL bureaus”. If you are assigned a “9” call then you 
will use the Northern Illinois DX Association (NIDXA) 
bureau (http://qsl.nidxa.org). 


Each bureau has information on setting up your ac- 
count to receive QSL cards. The cost for 12 envelopes 
with postage is currently $9.24 with NIDXA. Each call 
suffix is assigned at least one card handler. Your card 
handler will wait until he has one ounce of cards in the 
envelope before he sends them to you. One ounce will 
be 7 to 10 cards. 


After you’ve worked your first 100 countries and you 
have the QSLs to prove it, what do you do next? Care- 
fully read the instructions for preparing your DXCC 
award application on the ARRL web site. When you 
have your cards all ready for the first 100 countries, 
contact a DXCC card checker (Carl K9LA is our lo- 
cal card checker - he can be reached at k9la@gte-.net) 
and he will gladly check your application for your first 
DXCC award. 


With the activation of the ARRL 
Logbook of the World (LoTW) in 
2003, you may be able to confirm 
some or all of your DX contacts 
solely via that method or a combina- 
tion of QSL cards and LoTW confir- 
mations. More and more DX stations are participating 
in the LoTW every month. I’ have more on LoTW ina 
future FWDXA column. For now, 73 and Good DX!
